TWIN FALLS - Controlling weeds . throughout 
T\^'in Falls woUId.be virtually an Insurmountable 
' task for city crews, says Tom Courtney, ^e city 
manager. 

Under municipal ordinances, the city's responsi- 
bility for weed control generally consists of making 
sure each property oVi-ner keeps his patch of turf 
more or less free of weeds. 

A Twin Falls resident recently told City Council 
that It's time the city took steps to reduce the

"It's looking doubtfuirbut tho con-- 
tractor hasn't given up on that date 
yet^" Duffin said.
